with his almost morbidly sensitiv'e 
nature believe that Air. 
Riley will 
never again, now that he is finan­ 
cially independent, place himself in 
a position to undergo another case 
of 
“ stage 
fright," 
from 
which, 
strange as it may seem, 
he always 
suffered before facing an audience. 
Not one in ten thousand of those 
who have heard Air. Riley would 
have guessed it had cost that self 
possessed and consummate actor, 
who handled his lines so that every 
word, by tone and inflection,should 
count and have its studied effect 
upon his audience, an tffort to place 
himself before them. 
Hut for hours 
betö re every public appearance the 
poet really suffered from an attack 
of
